Mayan Mysteries in Guatemala 


with Dr. Richard Hansen

Dr. Richard Hansen, directing a team of 
archaeologists from UCLA, discovered 
an ancient Mayan city in the North 
Peten region of Guatemala in 1989. 
This city had laid hidden for more 
than 2,400 years and scientists have 
already uncovered more than 90 stone 
pyramids, other buildings and more 
than six hundred artifacts. “This find 
shows that the advances which 
created one of the most sophisticated 
pre-Columbian societies in the new 
world may have occurred much 
earlier than we previously assumed,” 
Dr. Hansen says. Using carbon 14 
dating, the ruins have been dated 
4between 400 B.C. and 630 B.C., making 
it the earliest major center of Mayan 
civilization yet discovered. 


To reach the site, scientists have 
to travel 60 miles by four-wheel drive 
vehicles and then trek three days 
by foot on a narrow path through 
an uninhabited rain forest. When the 
Mayans flourished, this area was 
crossed with giant roads-45 feet 
wide and constructed of stone, 
mortar and limestone.

For the first time in its history, the Academy is 
offering a thematic approach to viewing the 
museum in its entirety. With the opening of 
ENDANGERED, Academy visitors can enjoy an 
audio tour of the main floor which examines 
the exhibit halls following one common and 
crucial theme—the plight and status of 
endangered species. 

Utilizing the expertise of Academy research 
scientists, visitors can travel through exhibit halls 
of Africa, Mexico, Costa Rica, and California. 
The voices of our own scientists describe their 
work in these fragile habitats and discuss the 
importance of preserving biodiversity. Through 
this tour, the Academy’s permanent exhibits 
are enhanced. For example, threats to the 
world’s coral reefs are discussed in front of the 
Steinhart’s coral reef tank, and the food ways 
of Native Americans are described in Wattis Hall 
of Human Cultures. 

A special exhibit area features the unique 
ecosystem of cloud forests. Striking photos, 
descriptive text and Academy specimens 
illustrate the special terrain of these areas and 
the richness of the cultures there. Turning 
off the audio tour for a few minutes allows you 
to enjoy a specially designed mini-theatre 
showcasing exciting environmental videos. 

This new exhibit also addresses the 
importance of the Endangered Species Act. 
Academy, scientists help explain some of the 
complexities of the Act and the importance 
of saving habitat and species. Special signage 
will label all of the federally listed endangered 
species featured on the main floor of the 
museum. This signage will be regularly 
updated and become a permanent part of the 
visitor’s experience. The exhibit will debut 
the newest photographs by Susan Middleton 
and David Liittschwager. Susan and David 
are currently in the process of documenting 
100 federally listed North American 
endangered species.

In Memorial 


Wilbur Irving Follett 
March 10, 1902 - March 13, 1992 


The Academy was saddened by the 
recent death of W.I. (Bill Follett. Bill 
had a long and active association with 
the Academy. He was Acting Curator 
of Ichthyology until 1969, when he 
became Curator Emeritus. After his 
retirement, he continued his research 
on California fishes and fish remains 
from Indian middens. His work at the 
Academy was a passionate avocation, 
as he practiced law in Oakland and 
came in when his practice allowed. 

He was an authority in zoological 
nomenclature and served on the 
nomenclature committees of the Society 
of Systematic Zoology and the American 
Society of Ichthyologists and 
Herpetologists, and was a delegate 
to the Colloquium on Zoological 
Nomenclature at the University of 
Copenhagen. He was held in high 
esteem by his ichthyological colleagues 


who elected him president of the 
American Society of Ichthyologists 
and Herpetologists in 1969. He was 
elected a Fellow of the California 
Academy of Sciences in 1952 and 
awarded the Academy's Distinguished 
Service Medal in 1989 for his 
meritorious service and support of 
the institution.
